THE WEW TREATIES. 


Have Already Gone Into Effect in 


Japan 


The new international treaties about 


which so much has been said and 
written in-the last two years, went in- 
to effect in Japan on Monday, July 
17th. Writing of the event,; the Japan 
Dafly. Herald says: 
""Today is the day we.liave all been 
looking forward to since treaty revi* 
sion became an* accomplished fact, for.

However, as far as Consular 
Jurisdiction is concerned the Germans, 
French and Austrtans win retain their 
own tm August 4tii. Up till now only 
the -American Minister, Colonel Buck, 
has' informed his fellow-citizens resi- 
dent in Japan of this Important 
change, while persons of other nation- 
ality seem to be still in the dark as to 
whether they are now under control 
of their own authorities, or whether 
they are amenable solely to Japanese 
authorities and laws.

A YOKOHAMA HORROR. 


Young American and Two Japa- 


nese Women Murdered.' 


A terrible triple murder was commit- 


ted at a Yokohama saloon early on 
the morning of the 17th inst, the, vic- 
tims being a yourig American, rather 
unfavorably known .in the Settlement' 
as Nelson Ward, and two young Jap- 
.anese women, named respectively To= 
'nokura Suye, aged 24, and Suzuki AM, 
aged 19., An American named R. Mil-1 
ler has been arrested on suspicion. The 
saloon in 'question waa kept by Suye; 
herself, .and Suzuki waa one of the 
•maidservants, 
discovered by1 
named Tanaka/Tomi, who bad been 
absent during thetViglit, but who re- 
turned at about 7 o'clock in the morn- 
ing, when, to her horror, she found 
the body of young Ward lying in a 
pool of blood, on his left side, near a 
sofa in a room opening out of the bar. 
The Ijlood had issued Irom a frightful 
wound in the throat,, evidently inflict- 
ed with a«knife or .some sharp cutting 
instrument.^ Her suspicions being 
roused by this awful discovery, as to 
the possible fate of her mistress, she 
hurried upstairs, where, on entering 
the latter's bedroom, her fears were 
verified by the sickening spectacle of 
Suye lying dead on the bed, which was 
a foreign one, from the effects of u 
gaping wound behind the left ear, 
while in the adjoining room Suzuki al- 
so lay dead on a Japanese taton, as 
the result of a wound inflicted in the 
same spot—behind the ear. Not con- 
tent with simply killing the unfortu- 
nate women, the t perpetrator 
of the 


crime had actually severed one of Sn- 
ye's ears from her head, and the mem- 
ber was seen lying on the floor near 
the bed. The maid-servant at once 
informed the momban of'her discov- 
ery, and he in his turn lost no time in 
notifying the police, who were quickly 
on the spot in force, and took posses- 
sion of the premises. 


Miller, the man arrested on suspi- 


cion, is said to be an American of 
Irish extraction belonging to Buffalo, 
ftew York. He went to Japan on the 
ship Tarn O'Shanter, from which he 
deserted. He was seen in the neigh- 
borhood about the time of the trag- 
edy and had frequented the place be- 
fore . When arrested his face was bad- 
ly scratched up. It was rumored that 
he bad made a confession to the au- 
thorities implicating an accomplice. 
The Public Procurator was to enter a 
charge of premeditated murder against 
him.
